RHODE ISLAND LISTENS TO 'A 


SPEECH, 


By a Candidate For the Vice 


Presidency. 


, Me.. June 3.— The Republican 


•tate convention, held for the nomina- 
tion of a. candidate for governor, assem- 
bled In city hall yesterday afternoon. 
The great auditorium was completely 
filled with the delegates and spectators. 


At 2:10 o'clock J. H. Ma.nley, chairman 


of the state committee, .called the con- 
vention to order, and after the reading 
of the call, and invocation by Rev. Dr. 
Field o£ Banger, Mr. Manley Introduced 
as temporary chairman Harold M. Saw- 
all o£ Bath. 


In assuming the chair, Mr. Sewall re- 


viewed the Issues which have confronted 
the Republican party during the past 
40 years, ajid declared that the Republi- 
can party Is for the American principle 
o£ protection. "We are for it," he said, 
"as a part of the reve-nue policy of this 
republic. 
"We would be for It If neces- 


sary for Its own sake. We are for It as 
a weapon of defense In the holiest of all 
rights, the right of self defense. "We are 
for It as a weapon ol action, a weapon of 
compensation and retaliation, as Jeffer- 
son advocated It. We are. for It as a 
weapon oj action, to force from foreign 
nations a return for every concession we 
make to them, to open their ports to 
our produce, while never surrendering 
our market! to their manufactures." 


Mr. Sew'all's arraignment of the Dem- 


ocratic Jarty was especially severe. The 
most striking passage of his address 
formed the close. It Is here subjoined: 


"The Republicans of Maine Join their 


brethren of other states In presenting a 
candidate whose platform is already 
written, written when he declared that 
the 'proudest part of the proud record of 
the Republican party is Its devotion to 
the. 
cause of sound finance,' written In 


the record of his life, whose nomination 
means election, whose election means 
Republican supremacy, not for lour, but 
for 24 years to coma; not only the leader 
of our party, but one whose mastery a 
sullen and defiant Democracy has been 
forced to acknowledge, a master of men! 
Master or himself as the nation knows 
him today, his lips not sealed In silence 
when silence is dishonor,.. nor-opened-to 
words that are meant to have no mean- 
Ing; 
his lofty spirit unswerved from its 


high purpose, no, not for the price of the 
presidency itself! 


"Conservative without compromise,

When the routine business of the con- 


vention had been concluded, and Gov- 
ernor Cleaves had addressed 'the conven- 
tion upon state and national Issues, the 
chairman announced that the next busi- 
ness was the nomination of a candidate 
for governor. 


Judge Savage of Auburn presented 


the name of Llewelly an Powers, of Houl- 
ton, 
in a vigorous and eloquent speech, 


and moved that the nomination be made 
by acclamation. Before the motion was 
put, 
the nomination was seconded by 


Fred N. Dow of Portland and bj^ Ber- 
tram L. Smith of Patten. The nomina- 
tion was then made by acclamation, and 
great enthusiasm was manifested. 


The nominee, upon being 
notified, 


came upon the platform and addressed 
the convention at length upon the gen- 
eral-political situation,, making compli- 
mentary allusions to the record of the 
Maine delegation Jn congress, and ex- 
pressing confidence In the success of 
Reed at St. Louis. 


The resolutions applaud the record of 


Governor Cleaves' administration (or 
four years past; advocate close economy 
and continued reduction of the state 
debt; equal taxation, popular educa- 
tion, adherence to the cause of temper- 
ance and Improvement of highways, 


In national affairs, the resolutions ad- 


vocate the restoration of the policy of

This 
applies, also, to auctioneers who sell such 
property on commission lor out-of-town 
parties, and to clothing dealers, etc. 'A 
heavy penalty ia provided for any viola- 
tion of the law.

"Thorc i.s no doubt t.'iat the revolution 


has Huccessfully gone thruush ItH third 
period, nnd is now powerful all over tho 
Island. Tim lirst pcriud was the out- 
bn-ulc In tho second was uur organ- 
ization, during which we had not only 
to tatabllih a goNernmcnt, but at the 
eairif lime to tight the enemy, whose de- 
clelon to vroveut it was as great as U3 
failure. 
Finally, the third period Is 


marked by the invasion tu the western 
provinces and the winter campaign, 
which has just closed with no result 
favorable to the cause of the monarchy, 
in spite of their famous army of 150,001) 
men and their powerful Implements of 
war throughout the country. 


"The most Justly famud Spanish gen- 


eral, the mightiest enemy'that the revo- 
liuiun could have, General llartlnez 
Campos, In short, abandons tht Held, 
leaves the island under the sway of the 
revolution, and admits before the world 
that It is nonsense to speak of It as a 
mob. 


"The torch was stopped In its work .is 


soon us the planters diverted from 
grinding, and then the cane and the 
factories were exposed. The revolution 
meant to be generous by preserving the 
public wealth. Special care-was taken 
not to harm the sugar plants, not even 
those belonging to our most fierce Toes, 
jill had a guarantee with us. 


"With our flag displayed, we entered 


the towns not occupied by the enemy. 
No damage was done, and even the 
mayors were respected as the popular 
authorities that they were. It was so 
in 'Bejucal, despite the resistance of the 
Gurrluon. In Taparte, El Cotorro, Royue, 
Alquizar, Sai: Antonio. Gulra de MeK-na, 
Serbs, del Agua. El Calmlto, Guara, 
Vereda N'ueva, Hoyo Colorado, Panta 
Brava, LeSalud, Santa Clara and many 
other places. The peasant proprietors 
were carefully respected, and their 
crops were not destroyed by the hoofs 
of our horses. The Cuban family had 
r.o fear of the Spanish soldier, and our 
wounded were safe. 


"But all this haa changed as by magic 


since Spain appointed "VVeyler to be 
peacemaker. Dlsre^ardful of the Im- 
mense Interests that he compromised, 
It was he who again lighted the torch, 
by his foolish pretension oE grinding 
against the orders of the revolution, 
and for this reason new tjanellelds and 
even some factories were destroyed, as 
also were several towns and villages 
of which the Spanish soldiers had taken 
possession, to depress and corrupt our 
families. 


"General Fandu never madu an at- 


tempt to light our troops, but In ex- 
change his soldiers destroyed the prop- 
erty of the poor and peaceful inhabit- 
ants in the Stguanca valley, and men 
and women and children were merci- 
lessly outraged and murdered, even the 
oxen and the horses are the victims of 
this reign of terror, to which ihe revo- 
lution has answered with vigor and 
coprage. 


"Weyler's work has done the country 


great havm, and this Is all that he has 
done, for otherwise, the liberating army 
Is as mighty as ever. 


"The revolution proceeds on Its trium- 


phal course, and every day that passes 
may be»consldered a victory now for our 
cause, and any petty loss that we may 
occasionally have Is of no consequence, 
when on the whole we triumph. 


"The revolution thus enters now on its 


fourth period. In which the conflict will 
assume a. stvere character for Spain. 
Summer Is death to them; our soldiers, 
on the contrary, are made of steel, and 
the sun that kills the Spaniard Is a 
friend to the Cuban. 
„ "General Weyler will so, and It Is now 
KII'I,! .'hat Polavlaja will replace him. All 
to no purpose. "What General Martinez 
Campos was not able to do at the begin- 
ning, no other will do now. 


"The Spanish soldier is kind, and has 


no enthusiasm to keep his courage up. 
There is no spirited soldier when hlg 
stomach Is empty. The Spanish soldier 
must be paid even for his vices, If he i.s 
to be of. any good, and Spain has no 
longer the money,for it. 


"I took, yesterday, two 
prisoners, 


whom I hardly could decide to go back 
to their own, they seemed so willing 
to remain with us and share our abun- 
dant food. 


•'"\Vliat I say about General "Weyler 


Is from my perfoct knowledge of this 
man's history. I am not Influenced by 
passion or hatred. I am simply one of 
the few survivors of the famous. 'Bell 
of Cases Redondo.' and am not the one 
to forget the bloody scenes of the 
•White Kag.' in which Weyler was the 
Instrument ot Valmareda.

The Pipe Line Bill Vetoed by 


Wolcott. 


ton, June 3.—At 7 o'clock last 


n!ght _ihe long sti-uggle In the. senate 
uverthe bill to'prohibit the Issue of bonds 
came co an er.d, and tlie bill was passed 
by a vote o£ 32 to 25. The 1)111 as passed 
covers only three lines, as Collo\vs: 


"Be It enacted, that the Issuance of In- 


terest bearing bonds ot the United States 
for any purpose .whatever, without fur- 
ther authority"b£ congress, Is hereby pro- 
hlbited." 


The house devoted Itself to passing 


'the river and harbor bill over the presi- 
dent's veto, and to unseating, by a. vote 
oC. 162 to 39, John J. Walsh, the Dem- 
ocratic member from the Eighth New 
York district, ivhose place will be filled 
by John II. illtchell, Republican. Both 
o£ these actions Avere foregone conclu- 
sions, so that they excited comparatively 
little Interest, although there was a full 
house to vote on the river and harbor 
till. It \va.s passed by 220 to 60, many 
more votes than the two-thirds neces- 
sary to overrule 0. veto, and it was passed 
without debate. althougTi Mr. Dockery 
(Mo.) 
protested vehemently that debate 


had been promised. Thirty-nine Dem- 
ocrats voted to override the presidential 
objections, and 26 Republicans stood by 
Jlr. Cleveland. Tlu; naval appropriation 
bill was reported from the confen;m:e, 
\vlth an agreement on all items but'the 
number of battleships. 
Incidentally. 


Chairman Cannon of the committee on 
appropriations predicted that congress 
will adjourn late next week. 


13ay SLate Legislature. 


"Boston, June 3.—In the senate there 


was an unsuccessful attempt to recon- 
sider the rejection of the free transfer 
bill. The bill to construct a new reform- 
atory In Suffolk county Tvas passed to lie 
Engrossed. The bill on further addition' 
If. an act making an appropriation for 
expenses In connection with the exter- 
mination of contagious diseases among 
horses, cattle and other animals, was 
passed to be engrossed, as vias the bill 
to abolish days of grace on commercial 
paper, eicept sight drafts: In the house 
the expected happened In the appearance 
of a message from the acting governor, 
giving his reasons for returning, un- 
signed, the bill to Incorporate the Massa- 
chusetts Pipe Line company. Its privi- 
leges, the message states, were too far 
reaching-, and were a radical departure 
from Massachusetts' policy; no com- 
pany ahould have such privileges as 
were asked for In the bill. The bill ap- 
propriating S2000 for meeting the ex- 
panse of extending the civil service rules 
to -the labor servlpe of cities outside oC 
Huston was passed to be engrossed. 
Injection of the bill to allow cities and 
towns to establish . electric lighting 
plants to do municipal lighting was re- 
fused reconsideration. The Sanger In- 
yostlgatlng committee reported to the 
ictrislature. In substance the commit- 
tee says: "That, while the facts In evi- 
oence Justified, to some extent at least, 
the suspicion of Senator Sanger, and 
while the mention of a retainer to a sen- 
ator under circumstances that could 
leave any suspicion of the suggestion ot 
a retainer, is;to be condemned .as hav- 
ing shown the possibility of a inlsundnr- 
Etanding, yet the committee is of the 
opinion tl--».t no corrupt act ivas proven."

The bill now before the legislature pro- 


Tiding for tho incorporation of a Boston 
Terminal company for the purpose of 
building a union station for the compan- 
ies running into the Kneeland street and 


^ Atlantic avenue stations in Boston docs 


riot meet with favor. 


The committees on transportation, com- 


merce and legislation of the scato board of 
trade, having duly considered the matter, 
roport strongly against its enactment on 
the ground that the city of Boston should 
not be at auy expense for such a depot nnd 
that the Terminal Company is to be auth- 
orized to issuo an unlimited amount of 
bonds, probably amounting to ten. times 
its capital stock. Tliesu aro cogent reasons 
•why tbo bill should be opposed, and 
..many other reasons are given in this to- 
port of the board of trade committees. 
They say: 


"To permit a public sen-ice corporation, 


•with a capital ot SMO.OOO, to issue bonds 
to an indefinite amount, vvliich, under ary 
circuinstauces, 
according to the state- 


ment of the attorney of tho corporations,- 
will bo 10 times the amount of the capital 
stock, is au anomaly in Massacliusetts 
legislation, contrary to bound principles of 
finance, anil cannot be too strongly con- 
demned. 


That such atenninal company is not 


needed for tho purpose Tor which it would 
bo incorporated is apparent from the fact 
that a union railway station has been 
eroctrtd iu AVorcedler without the inter- 
vention oE a corporation ot this diameter; 
another in Boston—the northern Union 
station—and that t!iepresent bill provides 
that the Boston & Providence .Railroad 
company and the Boston & Albany Kail- 
road company may jointly construct the 
Back Bay station. 


There U no provision in the bill for the 


use of the union station for any newly in- 
corporated road. 


Under tho provision of the bill, the ter- 


minal company may, by Its by-laws, de- 
termine tho terms and conditions upon 
•wliicb. its stock may be transferred! witli- 
•put the approval of the state authority."

•RHODE ISLAND LISTENS TO A 


SPEECH. 


By a Candidate For the Vice 


Presidency. 


Baneor, Me.. June 3.—The Republican 


•late convention, held for the nomina- 
tion of a candidate for governor, assem- 
bled In city hall yesterday afternoon. 
The great auditorium was completely 
Slled with, the delegates and spectators. 


At Z:10 o'clock J. H. Ma-nley, chairman 


of the state committee, called the con- 
vention to order, and after the reading 
oE the call, and invocation by Rev. Dr. 
1'Ield of Bangor, Mr. llanley Introduced 
B.S temporary chairman Harold II. Sew- 
all of Bath. 


In assuming the chair, Mr. Sewall re- 


viewed the Issues which have confronted 
2he Republican party during the past 
•40 years, and declared that the Republi- 
can party is for the American principle 
of protection. "We are for It," he said. 
"as a part of the revenue policy of this 
republic. We would be for It If neces- 
sary for Its own sake. "We are for It as 
u. weapon of defense In the holiest o£ all 
Tights, the right of self defense. We are 
lor it as a weapon of action, a weapon of 
compensation and retaliation, as Jeffer- 
*on advocated it. We are for It as a 
weapon of action, to force from foreign 
Jiatlons a return for every concession we 
make to them, to open their pores to 
our produce, while never surrendering 
our markets to their manufactures." 


Mr. Sewall's arraignment of the Dem- 


ocratic jrurty was especially severe. The 
T".pst striking passage of his address 
IJrmed the close. It is here subjoined: 


"The Republicans of Maine Join their 


'brethren of other states in presenting a 
candidate whose platform Is already 
written, written -when he declared that 
tha 'proudest part of the proud record of 
the Republican party is Its devotion to 
th« causu ot sound finance,' written in 
the record of his llto, whose nomination 
means election, whose election means 
Republican Bupremacy, not for four, but 
for 24 years to come; not.6nly the leader 
of our party, but one whose mastery a 
sullen and defiant Democracy has been 
forced to acknowledge, a master of men! 
Master oi himself as the nation knows 
him today, his lips not sealed In silence 
whcin silence Is dishonor, nor opened to 
words that are meant to have no mean- 
Ing; his lofty spirit unswerved from Its 
h.'jrh purpose, no, not for the price of the 
presidency itself! 


"Conservative, without compromise, 


brave without' rasrmess. undaunted to- 
day aa ha has been undaunted ever, I 
need not name him! He leads in your 
hearts, and there has been no vacancy 
In that leadership since, broken-hearted, 
you turned from the death-bed of Bleine; 
and In the full glory or his record and 
tho promise of illlraltaDle achievements 
yfct to come, you centered your pride of 
state arid party fealty upon Thomas B.

for governor. 


Judge Savage of Auburn .presented 


the name of LJewellyan Powers of Houl- 


. ton, Irv a. vigorous and eloquent speech, 
»nd moved that the nomination be made 
by acclamation. Before the motion -was 
put. the nomination ivaz seconded by 
Fred N. Dow of Portland and by Ber-. 
tram' I>- Smlth.-of Patten. The nomina- 
tion was then niade by acclamation, and 
grfeat enthuslaam was manifested. 


The nominee, upon being notified, 


cajne :upon th«..pl».tforin and addressed 
liie convention at l«nxth unon th» cen- 


tral political situation, making compli- 
mentary allusions to the record of the 
Maine delegation in congress, and ex- 
pressing confidence In the success of 
Reed at St. Louie. 


The resolutions applaud the record of 


Governor Cleaves' administration for 
four years past; advocate close economy 
and continued reduction of the state- 
debt; equal taxation, popular educa- 
tion, adherence to the cause of temper- 
ance and Improvement of highways. 


In national affairs, the resolutions ad- 


vocate the restoration of the policy of 
protection taught by Lincoln, illus- 
trated by the signal prosperity of the 
country for 80 years, and roundeC out by 
the reciprocity policy of Elaine — a policy 
adapted to the business of the country, 
and adjusted, from time to. time, to 
changed conditions. 


Tho financial plank is as follows: "We 


are opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, except by Interna- 
tional agreement, and until such agree- 
ment can be obtained we believe that 
the" present gold standard should be 
maintained." 


A vigorous foreign policy Is urged. 


also restriction ot Immigration and Just 
administration of pension laivs. 


Concerning the shipping Industry, the 


platform has this: "We congratulate 
our delegation In congress that their 
long continued efforts In behalf of Amer- 
ican shipping havo at last aroused an 
Interest throughout the country that 
promises to restore this great industry", 
BO Important to national defense, to its 
former prominence. We join our fellow 
Republicans of the other states in favor 
of American ships; a policy approved by 
Hamilton, the father. of American pro- 
tection, and which gave us our carrying 
trade In the early days of the republic." 


The platform closes with a declaration 


of loyalty to Thomas B. Reed, thanks to 
the Maine members in congress and a 
pledge of hearty support to .the candi- 
date for governor.

R. I., June 3.— Ex-Gover- 
nor U. n. Brown, whose name has beer.

annual celebration of the Republican 
league of Rhode Island yesterday after- 
noon. The record-breaking pluralities 
which Governor Lippltt and the Repub- 
lican ticket received at the recent elec- 
tion wero the basis upon which the dele- 
gates to the annual convention of the 
luague Joined In mutual congratulations. 
1 he prospects of Rhode Island contribut- 
ing a. nominee for the vice president's 
chair were Informally discussed by the 
delegates, but nothing was said,- either 
at the convention, or banquet whliili fol- 
lowed, concerning a choice for presi- 
dential or vice presidential electors. 


Henry E. TIepke called the conven- 


tion to order. 
After welcoming 
tfce 


visitors, Vice President Van Horn was 
called upon to preside. Several Informal 
congratulatory 
speeches -\vere matie, 


and then the convention got down to 
business. 
The election of officers re- 


sulted as follows: President, Henry E.

sumption by protectionist -writers and 
speakers that the . people of the United 
States were never so prosperous as dur- 
ing tho years wheu McKinleyism was in 
full operation. This statement has been 
repeated over and over again at Repub- 
lican gatherings, and even on the floor 
of congress, despite 1he face that every 
person who has arrived at tho age of dis- 
cretion knows that it is not trne. Not 
even the better times which were inau- 
gurated by the repeal of the Sherman 
silver purchaso act and the passage of 
the Wilson tariff law have sufficed to 
make people forget the misfortunes 
which befell them under the regime of 
tho allied protectionists and silverites. 
The scars inflicted in the memorable 
conflicts of that time arenot yethealed, 
nor have the lamentations -which then 
filled the industrial world with • the 
sounds of won as yet .wholly died away.. 


But while there is little danger of 


deluded into a belief con- 


experience, it is, nev- 


ertheless, worth while to take a retro- 
spective gliinco at some of the events 
which occurred during the closing, year 
of the Harrison administration—that be- 
ing the time usually selected by the' 
spellbinders as affording the best exam- 
ples cl the happy contentment with 
which tho McKinley method of making 
people rich by taxing them inspired its 
beneficiaries. •• 


This much vaunted system of produc- 


ing pence and plenty had then been in 
full swing for two years; besides which 
the government, in obedience to other 
Republican legislation, vraa still buying 
silver at tho rate .of 4,500,000 onnces a 
month. If a tariff verging, on the pro- 
hibitory could have brought abont bene- 
ficial results, the year 1802 should have 
been a year of incomparable prosperity. • 
The actual f acti, however, show quite 
the contrary. The remembrance of the 
conditions -which really prevailed mnst 
be far from reassuring'to those *who are 
now being called upon to support a pol- 
icy that would re-establish them. 


In 1892 the surplus which was in the 


treasury -when President Cleveland va- 
cated his officeTn.1889 had entirely dis- 
appeared, while the national revenue 
from 1889. to 1S92 had .fallen short of 
the expenditure. by nearly the same 
amount, and it was onlyby seizing the 
trust fund of $54,000,000 which had 
been deposited by the national banks to 
secure the redemption of their notes that 
Secretary Poster was enabled to avoid 
an issue of bonds. The importation of: 
the raw materials necessary- to "the.sue-: 
cessful condact of the business of manu- 
facturing had become difficult and ex- 
pensive and in soma cases impossible. 


• " Distrust, was taking .the place of con- 
fidence, and tbe industrial aa well as .the 
financial, condition of the country.was. 
growing worse from day.to day., 'Prom 
the consummation of the bargain?-be- 
tween the protectionists, and the silver- 
men -which had • rendered possible . the 
passage of i the. Sherman and McKinley 
laws wages, had been" steadily: going 
down till, in t-ho latter half of 1892, tho 
diEcontent'of labor had become,so fierce 
that in many places it amounted to in- 
surrection. -' ...;

; ; In June of that year the Iron league 
discharged 1,500 men.becansethey-were 
Knights of -Labor,' and the I Homestead 
Steel wbrka closed, throwing 3,000 men 
-out of work.; /In;. July-an- attempt;waa 
made"to lacci. Pinterton men" at Home- 


stead. :Sevet:ui of them were killed, and 
on the 10th tha national guard of Penn- 
sylvania was called out. On the llth 
there was a battle between, union and 
nonunion miners' at Coe-ur d'Alene, Ida., 
and a number of uien were killed. Mar- 
tial law was declared^ and 011 the IGth 
President Harrison, by proclamation, 
called on all persona in insurrection in 
Idaho to disperse. On the ISth warrants 
were issued for , the Homestead leaders 
charged with the murder of Pinkerton 
guards. On the 22d the iron workers at 
Dnqnesne struck, and on the 30th troops 
were summoned to that point. 


Aug. 1 tie building trades in New 


York went on strike, and all building 
in that city stopped, but lack of funds 
and the vast number of idle men ready 
to take their, places compelled many of 
the men to return to work, and the strike 
failed. On the "iStli the miners in east- 
em Tennessee rebelled against the com- 
petition of convict labor and liberated 
the convicts in order to get rid of them. 


[ On the 14th the switchmen .on the Le- 
high Valley railroad struck, and during 
theiiest-two days troops were hurried 
in M Buffalo. On the 17th the.strike ex- 
tended to th_e\Vest Shore and New York 
Central switchmen, • and more troops 
V?ere called out 
On the 19th and 20th 


1,000 Tennessee miners attacked the 
militia at Coal Creek and defeated them. 
On the 23d the Bwitohmen im the Dela- 
ware, Lackawiiuna and Western railroad 
and also on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pitteburg rmilroad struck. These strikes 
failed. 


On Oct. 12 the yardmen of the Big 
Pour railway struck, and on the 27tii 
another headred armed deputies wero 
sent to Homestead. On Nov. 5 a general 
strike against a reduction of wages was 
ordered by the AmnlgnTnp.t-f.rl council of 
New Orleans. It failed on the 1 1 th. On 
tha 17th and ISth 1,500 men abandoned 
the strike at Homestead and applied far 
reinstatement. They wero taken hack on 
signing an agreement not to join any la- 
bor organization. . The month closed with 
the strike of the electric wire men and 
thefailureof the Stone City (Ills..) bant 
for $500, 000. The most significant event 
of November, however, was the election 
on the 8th, -when the public discontent 
was expressed by the casting of 1,500,- 
000 votes for absolutely new parties and 
principles. During December the tele- 
graph operators on the' Hock Inland rail- 
way system struck, and 5,000 men were 
discharged from the Chicago packing 
'houses', owing to :dnll. business. There 
were-heavy shipments of gold and a fall 
in the price. of industrial stocks in the 
New York market. ' 


Here .is a very incomplete account, 


much, curtailed for want of space, of the 
condition, financial and industrial, of 
the business of the country .during the 
crowning . year of McKinleyism. But 
1892 was not the only year . of troubl-s 
and disaster. The evil effects of .Repub- 
lican policies, financial and economic, 
were felt both before and after that year. 
The culmination came in the panic of 
1893, and it was not until confidenca 
had been restored by the repeal of the 
Sherman ( law and . industry relieved by 
the abrogation. or reduction of the duties 
on- raw materials .that business began 
to resume its normal condition of pros- 
perity. That condition has now been al- 
most reached under the beneficial influ- 
ence of a more liberal tariff and an ad- 
ministration resolute to maintain the 
public credit, and while enjoying it 
practical people would do well to re- 
member that-like causes produce iikere- 
sults everywhere and. always, and that 
what McKinleyism. did in the .past it 
will certainly, do in the future if . they 
shall. suffer themselves to he deluded by 
tho lies and sophistries of its advocates.

Bill to Prohibit Bond Issues 


in Future, 


LIVELY TIMES IN THE STATE 


LEGISLATURE, 


The Pipe Line Bill Vetoed by 


Woicott. 


ton, June 3.—At 7 o'clock last 


night ithe long-strussle In the senate 
over the bill to prohibit the issue of bonds 
came to an end. and the bill -was passed 
by a. vote-of 32 to 23. The bill as passed 
covers o'jly three lines, as follows: 


"3e It enacted, that the issuance of in- 


terest bearins bonds of the United States 
for any purpose whatever, without fur- 
ther authority of congress, is hereby pro- 
hibited." ' 


The . house devoted Itself to passing 


the river and harbor bill over the presi- 
dent's veto, and to unseating, by a vote 
ot 162 to 39, John J. Walsh, the Dem- 
ocratic member from the Eighth New 
York district, whose place will be filled 
by John M. Mitchell, Republican. .Both 
of these actions were foregone conclu- 
sions, so that they exci ted comparatively 
little interest, although there was a ifull 
house to vote on the river and harbor 
bill. It was passed by 220 to 60, many 
more votes'than the two-thirds neces- 
sary to overrule a veto, and It was passed 
without debate, although Mr. Dockery 
(Mo.) 
protested vehemently that debate 


had been promised. Thirty-nine Dem- 
ocrats voted to override the presidential 
objections, and 26 Republicans stood by 
Mr. Cleveland. The naval appropriation 
bill was reported from the conference, 
R-lth an agreement on all items but the 
number of battleships. 
Incidentally, 


Chairman Cannon of the committee on 
appropriations predicted that congress 
will adjourn late next week.

Boston, June 3.—In the senate there 
was an unsuccessful attempt to recon- 
sider the rejection of the free transfer 
bill. The bill to construct a new reform- 
atory In SuKollc-'county V/Q.S passed to be 
engrossed. The bill on further addition 
to an act making an appropriation i'or 
expenses In connection with the exter- 
mination of contagious diseases among 
horses, cattle and other animals, WRS 
passed to be engrossed, as was the 1>I11 
to abolish days of grace on commercial 
paper, except sight drafts. In the house 
the expected happened In the appearance 
of a message from the acting governor, 
giving his reasons for returning, un- 
signed, tlie bill to Incorporate the Massa- 
chusetts Pipe Line company. - Its privi- 
leges, the message states, were too far 
reaching, and were a radical departure 
from Massachusetts' policy; no com- 
pany should have such privileges as 
were asked for in the bill. The bill ap- 
propriating J2000 for meeting the ex- 
pense of extending the civil service rules 
to .the labor service of cities outside of 
Eoston was passed to be engrossed. 
Injection. oJ the bill to allow cities and 
towns to establish electric lighting" 
plants to do municipal lighting .was re- 
fused reconsideration. The Sanger In- 
vestigating committee reported1 to the 
legislature.
